Many times members of Congress have told us that we 
are right on the merits but that our opposition represents the margin of 
winning or losing in their home states. 

In my opinion, the challenge is to remove Alaska issues from the context of 
being an easy environmental vote. In a proper way, members should 
understand that there are other consequences in a world of high gasoline 
prices and insecure foreign sources of oil and natural gas.
